DETAILED ACTION 

I. Action Summary 

Receipt of the remarks and amendments filed on November 10, 2009 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1,4,5 and 12-29 are now in condition for allowance. 

II. Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejections and objections sent in the previous Office Action have been 
withdrawn because of applicant's amendments. 

The closest prior art was EP 1 300 398 A1 and US 6,960,591 B2 (provided by 
Applicants in the IDS of 05/07/2009). The products as described in the instantly claimed 
invention are not obvious and are not anticipated by prior art. The amendments made 
by Applicants on 11/10/ 2009 further distinguish the claimed products from the closest 
prior art. Therefore, claims 1,4,5 and 1 2-29 are allowable .
